Mail Bidders have come to be a substantial part, 
perhaps 80%, of those winning lots in our numis- 
matic auctions. They have helped to establish our 
reputation of varied successful sales. In addition to 
instructions on the bid sheet, we are happy to 
fulfill reasonable special instructions for our 
clients. 


Bidders find intense competition for especial- 
ly desirable lots, often clustering in the same 
price range at or slightly above our estimates. 
Such estimates are to be used as guides only. 
Often the final price for popular and high grade 
material will be over the estimate; in some cases, 
two or three times over. 


In analyzing the results of our past sales, we 
find that approximately 10% of the lots sell 
at top wholesale, 80% sell around full retail and the 
remaining 10% exceed our expectations. 


For your guide, we quote some strategies and 
bidder techniques followed by those who consist- 
ently win lots by mail bid. 


1. Always read the Terms of Sale and com- 
pare rules from various numismatic auction houses. 
These will vary from firm to firm and also from 
sale to sale within the same firm. Be aware of 
Buyer’s Fees, Value Added Tax, handling and 
shipping fees as well as the extent of guarantee, 
return privileges and late payment or storage 
charges. 


2. Tie Bids are often received in mail bids. 
Our policy is to award the lot to the earliest 
postmarked bid. Also considered are those clients 
who pay their accounts promptly and who do not 
make capricious returns. 


3. Please sign your Bid Sheet and include your 
phone number. Unsigned bid sheets may not be 
considered. If we believe a significant bidder error 
has been made, we will attempt to verify a bid by 
phone before the closing date. 


4. It is a poor strategy to bid at low levels 
on numerous lots. Those who do so achieve little 
success. For the auction firm, needless time is 
spent to process the unlikely bids. Auction firms 
have learned the practice is counterproductive and 
lessens the professional credibility of the bidders. 
Lots bid under 50% of the value or estimate are 
not recorded; lots under 75% have little chance 
in bidding competition. 


5. It assists the auction firm if the bids are 
listed in numerical order. Mistakes can be avoided 
and processing is easier. Always recheck your bid 
sheet. 


TIPS FOR SUCCESS BY MAIL BIDDERS 


6. Do not be afraid to bid over estimate if 
you feel a lot is worth it. We find that most tie bids 
occur on lower priced items. Where possible, lots 
are purchased for mail bidders below their maxi- 
mum bids. This happens on about 20% of all lots. 
Once a sale has been called, we cannot increase 
your bid. We will always try to purchase the lot for 
you as inexpensively as possible. 


7. If you want a percentage increase on any lot 
or lots, indicate this on your bid sheet. We prefer 
that you do this on a lot by lot basis on a few lots 
rather than just checking an overall percentage 
increase box. 


8. Should you wish bidding to stop for you 
when a certain total has been achieved, we can 
generally follow your instructions even if you bid 
up to four times your total limit. We can enter 
your bids in the bid book or have one of our 
assistants represent you from the floor. In this 
manner, you can submit more bids, increasing your 
chances of success without overextending your 
budget. This gives mail bidders one of the tradi- 
tional advantages of floor bidders which is partici- 
pating competitively within ones means. 


9. If you are interested in purchasing just 
one lot of a type where several similar types 
are offered, indicate this with special instructions. 
Just bracket those bids and mark “one only” or 
“alternate.”” 


10. Known clients in North America only may 
request permission to view lots by mail until 10 
days before the sale date. Photos can also be 
requested. While there is a shipping or photo 
charge involved, this may answer specific questions 
one may have about varieties or condition. 


11. Depending on facilities and personnel, it 
may be possible to arrange telephone bids with the 
client, to compete with the book bids and floor 
bidders. Usually there is only one telephone 
available. Such arrangements usually are for a 
single coin or grouping of Coins.

We are privileged to offer at auction, the numismatic collection of the Kelsey Museum of the 
University of Michigan in Ann Arbor. The museum and the Department of Classical Studies will 
use the proceeds of this sale to complement their existing ancient collection. In effect, a trade 
will be made to narrow the scope of their cabinet to be more in line with their teaching and dis- 
play mandate. Many of the lots in this catalog and our separate mail bid sale were acquired by 
the University of Michigan from the 1870’s through the 1960’s. Collectors of the United States, 
world and gold coins will appreciate this opportunity to add many important coins to their 
collection which otherwise would not be readily available on the market. 


Another feature of this sale is Russell Clunan’s collection of Polish coins which also offers many 
desirable coins for the specialist. 


Our auction for this sale is divided into two separate catalogs. Items most likely to sell to mail 
bidders along with bulk lots appear in our July 30th Mail Bid Only Sale. Lots in these sales will 
be on view in our office from July 16th on.

Our Terms of Sale have been changed to include a Buyer’s Fee, which is not waived, and to 
drop the handling fee. We had been one of the last holdouts in adopting a Buyer’s Fee. Adding 
this fee is-basically a matter of economic necessity. Old consignment contracts have been re- 
placed with new ones which are basically 10 and 10 (with the exception of tokens, medals, 
ancients, bulk lots and literature) with a minimum commission of no less than $10 per lot. 


Our October and November sales will be especially strong in U.S., Canadian and Ancient coins. 
A consignor newsletter regarding these sales will be sent to past and current consignors. Con- 
signors are reminded that it is especially important to have material shipped to us early and not 
wait to the cut-off date. We do need the lots on hand a sufficient period of time for proper 
cataloguing, research, photos and catalog production to maintain our schedule. 


The current market is heating up for quality U.S. and Canadian coins along with choice gold 
coins. This will be the emphasis for our Fall sales. The timing is right for consignors to place 
large holdings of this type of material on the auction block. Damaged material and bulk lots 
along with modern foreign issues generally have a significantly reduced demand. 


The response to our literature Mail Bid Sale in April was most satisfying. A large demand exists 
for out-of-print numismatic literature at realistic prices. 


We continue to receive numerous letters from satisfied consignors and bidders, many of whom 
have expressed their appreciation for our services. This is very gratifying. In a future sale, we 
may start a readers reaction column.
